ted were not represented. Nojurors were re- 
turned from them. His second point was that 
the Government had no right to go over the 
list of jurors in advance and designate those 
who were supposed to be friendiy to its 

Both points were overruled and the trial 
proceeded. The witnesses testified to the facts 
of the shooting as previously published in Tux 
TRIBUNE. 

[At Lawrence, Mass., last August Henry K. 
Goodwin, an electrician, entered the private office 
of Albert D. Swan, who was prominently connected 
with the telephone company and principal owner 
of the L. Sprague Bobbin & Shuttle Company, and, 
taking a seat in the rear of Mr. Swan, conversed 
rather good-naturealy for some time. After talk- 
ing a few minutes about a matter of a few thou- 
sand dollars which Goodwin claimed was due him 
from .a New York telephone company, of which 
Swan was a former manager, Goodwin suddenly 
drew a 38-calibre revolver, and, taking deliberate 
aim, shot Swan inthe back of the head. Goodwin 
then coolly walked to the telephone and called the 
police to come and arrest him. Swan died almost 
instantly. ]

COMMISSIONER SPARKS’ TROUBLES. 

Commissioner Sparks of the General Land 
Office, in view of the almost universal com- 
ment as to his policy, has felt constrained to 
issue a new series of regulations for Registers, 
Receivers, and Special Agents of the Land Of- 
fice, which have just been promulgated. They 
modify in many important particulars his re- 
cent sweeping orders. They provide that home- 
stead or preémption ciaimants who have made 
bona fide settlements upon public lands, 
and who are living upon, cultivating, 
and improving the ‘same in  accord- 
ance with the law, with the intention 
of acquiring title thereto, shall be permitted to 
cut and remove from the portion to be cleared 
for cultivation so much timber as is actually 
necessary for that purpose, or for buildings, 
fences, or other improvements on the land eu- 
tered. In clearing for cultivation, should there 
be a surplus of timber, the entry men may dis- 
pose of such surplus; but it is not allowable to 
denude the land of ite timber for the purpose 
of sale and speculation before the title has 
been conveyed to them by patent. 

Mr. Sparks does not think he will be 
bounced. He says: 

If the President is not satisfied with my manage- 
ment of the Land Office, then lam much mistaken. 
The statement that my decisions have been over- 
ruled as rapidly as I made them is manufactured 
out of whole cloth. The Secretary of the Interior 
has never overruled a decision made by me, al-

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CIVIL-SERVICE RULES MODIFIED. 
A number of modifications in the civii-service 
rules have been approved and promulgated by 
the President. They are in the line of recom-

Rule 4, regarding examiners, is so amended as to 
provide that examiners shall have time for the 
performance of their work in office hours.

ENGLISH STEEL RAILS 


STAND LITTLE SHOW AGAINST THE AM#RI- 
CAN PRODUCT—A MANUFACTURER'S VIEW. 

The attention of Mr. O. W. Potter, Président 
of the North Chicago Rollmg- Mil. was called 
yesterday to the following paragraph from a 
recent issue Of the Manchester (England) 
Guardian which has beén going the rounds of 
the press: 

One of the last acts of Mr. Vanderbilt's life was 
to approve an order for 30,000 tons of steel rails 
being placed in this country—the first order of the 
kind from the United States which has been given 
to Englishmen for a period of néarly three years. 
It ie likely that the rails Will 66st somewhat more 
than in the United States, but Mr. Vanderbilt seems 
to have been satisfied that the quality of English 
manufacture was superior. This order is not the 
only indication of revival in the iron and steel 
trade. There is, it is said, some demand for steel 


‘sleepers, a cOmparatively novel development of 


the increasing use of that material in the construc- 
tion of railways. 

Mr. Potter said: “I don’t believe it. I 
think there is a mistake somewhere. I re- 
member that Mr. Leger, one of Mr. Vander- 
bilt’s “principal officers, said to us some time 
ago that he contemplated buying about 8,000 
tons—-net 30,000 tone—of English steel ra is, 
but he said they were intended for the Canada 
Southern Road.

The 
machines make a better box thah the hand- 
made one, from the fact that the nailing 
is even and that a machine is more 
reliable ih some respects. Thus, when we tell 
a workman to use seven-péenny nails in 
nailing up boxes, he will frequently use 
five-penny nails, because he can nail them 
faster, and thus make more money. It will 
happen to any firm that goods of its make are 
shipped back. Of late quite a deal have been 
shipped back to us, not because the machites 
were to blame, but rather because the union 
men seemed to desire to create troubie for us, 
and thus turned out . poor unsatisfactory 
goods. As to this union, we pay no attention 
to the question Whether a man belongs to it or 
not When be asks work bere. We didn’t tell 
these men to quit. But I say that this union 
as at present managed is a farce and a nui- 
sance, I believe that one-haif of the men 
would be glad to go back to work if 
they were not afraid of the other half. 
They’ li be giad to go to work 
again after awhile, but we won't take oem 
back, at least not all of them. This man 
Payne, who is now acting as the epokesman of 
thé strikers, is not one of them. He is paid 
$2.50 a day the Boxmakers’ Union to create 
just such trouble as this. He quit work here 
four months ago. and since that time he has 
obtained such power over the men that just by 
lifting bis little finger they leave their work.

I hope that some day 
some newspaper editor will take hold of this 
subject and handle it as Jobn Calvin did all 
church flummery.“ [Father was a Calvinist, 
and believed it would take at least a thousand 
years to produce another such a man.] Mother 
looked up at him, never spoke a word, laid the 
paper aside, and waikei to her room. This 
was all I heard ofit, but it made an impression 
upon me, young as I was, and today that im- 
pression is as fresh and clear as though it was 
imprinted but yesterday. 

Now, being through with the prefatory part 
of this article, would it not be a glorious thing 
were the newspapers to start in motion a re- 
form bali? At best missus is very much out of 
place when applied toa married lady. It is 
but a corruption or Valgariem of mistress; 
in French. maitress. which means a kept, 
unmarried woman. In London all the married 
barmaids are missusses, and the word is not 
considered altogether gentcel. There, among 
the better classes, a married woman or wife is 
generally spoken of as “the wife of Mr. So- 
and-so"’; or, more frequently, Mr. So-and- 

* The upper classes always use the 
word lady, as Lady So-and-so,”’ etc. *“* Mis- 
sus is rare among the educated. 

The French, to whom by universal consent is 
accorded true politeness, never say missus, 
„madame being their word. And they are 
right. No child ever lisped missus, but they 
lisp ma,“ mam, *ma'am’’—hence madam 
and madame. 

We Americans—it is so said—never copy 
from foreigners. That's an error—a gross one. 
We have copied hundred of things from them 
—among these the postage stamp, the money- 
order system, the hbansom cabs, te., which 
were in use in Burope years before 
we adopted them. We are al the 
time copying from Europe—our fashions as 
well as our dude ideas—ana, while we are about 
it, why don't we copy madame? We use 
boulevard with no meaning to it so far as our 
own thoroughfares are concerned, and we may 
as well copy madame, which has a meaning. 
* Boulevard” is old French for bulwark, and 
as Paris grew the old walls of defense were 
torn down, their sites becoming roads. These 
were built up, and hence afterwards called 
boulevards because the bulwarks of the city 
formerly occupied the space. Boulevard.“ 
however, does not do much in misleading peo- 
pie, unless it be a true Parisian to the man- 
ner born; bat missus does mislead, and very 
improperly. Therefore, by and with your con- 
sent, I ask Tue TRIBUNE and every other pa- 
per in the United States to hereafter use the 
word madame instead of missus and madames 
or mesdamés instead of mistresses. The 
Frenchman, in bis musica! language, when ad- 
dressing a —. Say married and single ladies 
says: ** Mesdathes and mesdemoiselles.“ and it 
does really sound mucb prettier and better than 
„ mistresses and misses. 

The newspapers taking bold of this the eye 
will become quickly trained to accept madame 
instead of Mrs., and the yoice will utter ma- 
dame instead of missus. It will save many a 
full-point, or period, too. Start the ball roiling. 
All the married ladies will prefer it and talk 
about it; so will all the girls who are anxious 
to become dignified madames. Both old and 
young men will give it a push, and with the 
aid of ali the editors this ball of reform will ere 
a decade run to a successful terminus, not 
meeting with anything like the friction which 
retarded the ball set in motion by good old 
Tom Benton, who, it will be remembered, 
looked Gen. Kearney, the old Indian fighter, so 
sternly in the eyes that these organs of the lat- 
ter were said to have fallen onto the floor of 
the Senate and rolled around among the No. 10 
and 12 boots of the Senators. Seriously, let us 
have madame instead of missus.

Riotous Miners Engage in Battle, 
Killing One and Wounding 
Many Others. 


Pennsylvania Miners Decide to Con- 
tinue on Strike—Glassblow- 
ers Will Quit. 


Pittsburg Refunding Bonds—A Fiint- 
Glass Works to Start Up Finan- 
cial Embarrassments. 


Dec. 28.—(Special.|—A 
oceurred between Hungarian 
miners at Akron mines Nos. 1 and 2, near 
Byesviile, last Sunday, in which one man was 
fatally wounded and seven others were serious- 
ly clubbed and cut. The two mines are owned 
and operated by the same parties, with George 
Atherton in charge as manager. The miners 
at No. 1 are Hungarians and Protestants, who 
were imported from Streator, III., about two 
years ago. About the same time a num- 
ber of Catholics were brought from 
Pittsburg to work Mine No, 2, and 
ever since there has been trouble 
between the two factions and several serious 
collisions have taken place. Rumors have 
been in circulation that about two months ago 
two miners were kilied at Mine No. 2 in a fight, 
and their remains buried in some unknown 
spot. Two men did disappear at that time and 
have not been seen nor heard of since, and 
this with other causes has added to the bad 
feeling already existing between the workmen 
of the two mines. Sunday morning five miners 
left Frail Run—as Mine No. 2 
is known—and started for No 1, 
and Mine Boss Atherton, sus ing 
mischief followed them. John and arles 
Shuhider were the leaders. and it has developed 
that their intention was to kill Mike and Andy 
Ropaskey. They found the men. who were 
joined by six of their comrades, and a desper- 
ate and bloody fight took place. The attacking 
party were armed with a pair of large sbarp 
scissors, knives, and clubs. They were mot 
with clubs and knives by the assailed. The 
Shuhider ‘brothers attacked Mike Ropaskey 
and stabbed him in the right breast witn the 
scissors and in tue stomach and side with a 
knife. Andy Ropaskey received a broken skull. 
The Shubider brothers were badly beaten and 
the whole party were more or less injured. 
Jonn Shuhider was captured. The mine boss 
arrived on the scene just as hostilities ceased 
and pursued Charles Sbuhider to Trail Run, 
but failed to catch bim. He and a comrade 
with a broken arm are now at large. Two 
otherg are in jail here. Ropaskey died this 
evening. 


STEEL-WORKERS WILL ASK AN ADVANCE. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., Dec. 28.—The scale of the 
steel-workers has been prepared, and will be 
presented to the manufacturers before the lst 
prox.

From the best informauon 
at hand it is thought that an advance will be 
demanded ranging from 10 to 15 per cent on 
the present wages. 


COAL-MINERS DECIDE TO CONTINUE THEIR 
STRIKE. 

PitTsBpurG, Pa., Dec. 28.—At a largely-at- 
tended mass-meetm of striking coal-miners 
today at Allequippa, in the second pool, it was 
decided to continue the strike for three cents 
per bushel. A proposition to settie the differ- 
ences by arbitration was rejected by the oper- 
ators, who assert the miners would not abide by 
the umpire's decision if it should be against 
them. After the meeting the strikers to the 
number of 500 visi the Allequippa and Coal 
Valley Mines and © an effort to induce the 
working miners to come out, but they were 
unsuccessful. A number of Deputy Sheriffs 
were present, but no trouble occurred. An 
uneasy feeling prevails tonight, however, as 
the strikers are still in the vicinity and an out- 
break is feared. 

A special says: The strikers are holding 
secret meetings at all poiots along the river 
tonight. The timid fear preparations are being 
made for a general attack on the 
working miners in the morning, while others 
are of the opinion that, notwithstanding the 
action of today’s meeting at Aliequippa, the 
strikers are considering the advisability of 
giving up the strugzgie.

WESTCHESTER’S LACE FACTORY. 


WHY FRENCH WORKMEN ARE TRANS- 
PLANTED FROM LYONS TO WILLIAMS- 
BRIDGE. 

New York Commercial-Bulletin: It need hard- 
ly be stated that our exacting tariff laws, and 
the unjust manner in which they are often 
admin'stered, daily occasion much unfavorable 
comment among all classes of the importing 
interest. Ambiguity and uncertainty seem al- 
ways to be construed in favor of the Govern- 
ment and there is scarcely any hope in case of 
dispute between the oustom- house and the 
importer that the latter will succeed in gaining 
his point. A prominent silk firm has made an 
important move in the direcuon of escaping 
all these official annoyances and loss by im- 
porting the iabor instead of the production, 
and thus placing their factory side by side 
with the American fabric. ‘Not content.“ 
says the foreign manufacturer, “with 


coliecting 50 per cent duty on my 
production, you also raise my in- 
voice, subject me to heavy penalties, and al- 
together you rob me of what little profit I 
ought to receive. Itis enough to be legally 
taxed 50 per cent; I cannot stand your custom- 
bouse mismanagement as well. You are pro- 
tected so enormously in every sense that I 
have concluded to close my factory here and 
build one in the United States, where, if there 
are any benefits under your tariff, 1 can enjoy 
them equally with you.” 

The lace importers, like the silk men, have 
had no end of trouble with the custom-house 
rulings, and have had to adopt similar methods 
of making a marketinthis country. What has 
proved unprofitable, therefore, in the Old World 
has been made to pay in the New. Messrs. 
Duden & Co. at one time were manufacturers 
on French soil; they now manufacture on 
American territory. As one hears the hum 
and noise from the great. Leavey and Pusher 
lace machines, itis easy to imagine that you 
are among the great factories ef Lyons, St. 
Pierre les Calais, or in the still busier hives of 
industry of Nottingham. Look where you will, 
you find evidences of foreign production even 
to the rollers of the machines which reel off the 
handsome designs upon which the expert 
draughtsman bas taken such pains. The fac- 
tory is situated on a knoil flanked by a weilil- 
wooded district, and within its walls are 250 
hands who find plenty of employment the 
whole year round. The firm have purchased 
quite a number of lots, which in time will be 
built upon and occupied by their workmen and 
families. Here, in fact, are the germs, so to 
speak, of a little colony of Frenchmen, who are 
enabling their employers to put upon the 
American market as fine goods as ever were 
made by buman bands. 

The workmen are an intelligent and, on the 
whole, a trustworthy set. They all work by 
the piece. In France the best of them could 
only earn a little over $20; here quite a num- 
ber can and do earn as much as $85 and $40 per 
week, working the same number of hours. The 
raw material is, of course, imported; but here 
ends that part of the business, for the factory 
has departments which deai with every branch 
of the trade, from the making of the thread to 
the finishing of the lace.

Orrawa. Ont., Dec, 28.— Sbecial.— Tho offi- 
cial returns of exports and imports for the 
month ot November show a continued decline 
in Canada’s commerce. The rate of customs 
taxation increases rapidiy, but the volume of 
exports and imports continues to diminish. 
The average rate of customs taxes collected 
on dutiable goods imported last month was 
about 23 per cent, compared with 265 per cent 
in November, 1884. Owing to the increased 
duties imposed last session the falling off in 
customs revenue is comparatively smail, 
though the value of goods imported has been 
greatly reduced, Officiai figures show that 
while the imports declined $916,843, the reduc 
tion in exports amounted to $1,430,717, al- 
though November is one of the largest export- 
ing months of the year. The exports of lum 
ber and minerals show an increase, but in 


manufactures and farm produce the falling off 
is marked. 

MONTREAL, Que., Dec. 28.—[Special, Pri- 
vate dispatches state that the object of the 
Hon. D. A. Smith's visit to England is to at- 
tend the annual meeting of the Hudson Bay 
Company, he being the largest shareholder and 
controlling the working of this wealthy cor- 
poration. The annual report of the Govern- 
ing Committee, which has just been received 
on this side, refers to the loss of the ‘' Princess 
Royal” with a cargo of furs valued at $170,000. 
Both ship and cargo were fully insured, but 
the loss will entaii a charge of $30,000 against 
the Marine Insurance Fund. The accounts 
for losses sustained by the company during 
the troubles in the Northwest will shortly be 

resented tothe Dominion Government. The 

Commissiover of the company reports a 
decided improvement in mercantile affairs in 
Manitoba, and, though a number of the land 
sales made during the period of excitement 
some years ago have been canceled, the bal- 
ance at the credit of the company’s land 
account amounts to $25,000.

AFFAIRS IN MEXICO. 

Nusvo LAREDO, Mex., Dec. 27.—Gen. Gomez, 
Commander-in-Chief of this division of the 
Mexican army, arrived bere last night, and this 
morning issued an order commanding the 
Fourth Battalion of Cavairy to start at once 
tor Mier. Although the reason for this move- 
ment is not understood, it is thought that the 
troops have been ordered there to preserve 
peace at the time of the inauguration of the 
newly-elected officiais Jan. 1. A sufficient 
number of troops have been retained to per- 
form a similar duty here, although there is no 
probability of any trouble, though hopes are 
entertained by the Gonzales faction that the 
election will be annulied by the Government. 

SALTILLO, Mex., Dec. 27.—Preparations are 
now going on in this State (Coahuila) for the 
Gubernatorial elecuon which is to take place 
next February. The candidates are the same 
as were before the people last November—M, 
Garza Golon and Ramos Falvon—at which 
time the result was set aside by the Federal 
Government. 

The Second Battalion of Cavalry, 300 strong, 
has been ordered to Piedras Negras, the ex- 
treme northern boundary of the State, to pre- 
serve order, and, it is supposed, the freedom 
of the ballot-box. All the towns of the State 
of any importance are being garrisoned with 
troops. Notwithstanding all these precautions, 
opinions are expressed by prominent poli- 
ticians that all will come to naught, and that 
the military Governor will bo retained. ö 


THE RESULT OF SATURDAY’S STORM. 


Sr. Joun, N. B., Dec. 28.—A dispatch from 
Flagg's Cove, Grand Manan, gives particulars 
of the disasters resulting from Saturday’s 
storm. The schooners Zebra, Killam, and Ade- 
lia Hartwell were total wrecks on the Centre 
ville shore. The schooner A. T. Franklin is a 
total wreck at Ingalis Point. The scbooner 
Breeze of Portland drifted out with one man 
on board, leaving her anchors on Brown's 
Point. Itis supposed she sank in the bay. 
The schooner Mianſe is a total wreck 
on Brown’s Point. It is reported that a 
schooner broke away from Loug Island and 
went ashore on High Duck Island. She is said 
to have had a crew of six men. A bulk, sup- 
posed to be a bark, can be seen on the bar in- 
side of Big Duck Island. The crew are prob- 
ably ali lost. Many other vessels went ashore 
or were otherwise more or less damaged. Ad- 
vices from numerous points along the New 
England coast report heavy winds and high 
tides, and the stranding and wrecking of many 
small coasting vessels, but so far as reported 
there was no loss of life.

Tue French Presidential election began . 
and ended yesterday. As it requires only a 
majority of the Senate and Chamber of 
Deputies to elect the French people do not 
have to wait for returns, nor is there any 
doubt of the immediate result. M. Grévy, 
who took the place of M. MacMahon, re- 
ceived a majority of 135 votes, and is thus 
reélected President for another seven years. 
Notwithstanding the stormy scenes in the 
Chamber during the last few days, thé elec- 
tion was comparatively quiet, which is very 
remarkable considering the present con- 
fusion in French politics. Since the resigna- 
tion of Ferry last March and the dropping 
of his mischievous foreign policy affairs 
have improved. The troubles with China, 
Tonquin, and Madagascar have been sub- 
stantially settled. As M. Grévy is a con- 
servative man, and stands well with all par- 
ties, the majority of the Assembly evidently 
deemed it prudent to let well enough alone, 
and decided that the affairs of the Republic 
would be safer in his hands than in those of 
one more radical or of one identified with 
Ferry’s Tonquin policy. Now that the elec-

OUR FISHERY RELATIONS - WITH 
CANADA. 

The time for the adjustment of the fish- 
eries question with Canada is close at hand, 
and it is to be hoped this time it will be 
final. The agreement between the two Gov- 
ernments expires: Friday, and there is danger 
that our own Government may again consent 
to go inte joint commission and be fooled by 
the superior skill of the British and Cana- 
dians, as we were a few years ago, when a 
joint commission cost us $5,500,000, which 
we deliberately presented to the latter with- 
out any value received. * 

It will de remembered that under the pro- 
visions of the treaty of Washington we con- 
ceded to the Canadians the admission of their 
fish duty-free into. our markets,.for, which 
they gave us nothing in return. We were 
more generous than this. In fixing the rela- 
tive advantages of the fisheries we went Into 
a joint commission, represented by one of 
our ex-Consuls, who proved bimself an 
expert in stupidity, and by means of 
false invoices, vouchers, and state- 
ments we were mulcted in the sum 
of . $5,500,000. In other words, the 
arbitrators. decided, and our own repre 
sentative joined in the decision, knowing 
that it was not honestly made, that the fish- 
erles were worth that much more to us and 
that our fishermen in Canadian waters made 
that much more than the Canadian fishermen 
in our waters, hence we must pay five and a 
half millions boot. So we paid it by sub- 
tracting that amount from the fifteen and a 
half millions of the Alabama damages. The 
injustice of the decision was apparent on the 
surface. It was subsequently confirmed by 
proofs that the books had been doctored and 
the returns forged by means of false and 
changed entries. As our Government, how- 
ever, had gone into the arbitration in good 
faith, it decided to abide by the decision. It 
regarded the case as closed and declined to 
reopen it until the treaty expired, or those 
provisions of it which affect the fisheries. 

Those clauses expired last July, but at the 
instance of the British Minister, who urged 
that it would entail great inconvenience to 
end abruptly the arrangements right in the 
middie of the fishing season, a temporary 
| prolongation of the time was made to accom- 
modate the Canadians, the, understanding 
being that the fishery clauses of the treaty 
should be void the Ist of January, next Fri- 
day, and that the Administration shall rec- 
ommend a joint commission when Oongress 
convenes.” Now come the fishermen of New 
England, who are the parties directly inter- 
ested, and who declare that they don’t want 
any commission or any renewal of the treaty. 
What they want is protection. They prefer 
@ tax on Canadian fish, and they don’t care 
how heavily the Canadians tax our fish.

| it be fish, anchors, or hairpins. There must 
be as unrestricted trade between Canada and 
the United States as there is between Massa- 
chusetts and New York or between New. 
York and Lilinois. That is the only kind of 
reciprocity our people want. Meanwhile, if 
the Administration persists in going into a 
commission on the fisheries question, it will 
do well to remember, in Mr. Spofford’s words, 
that the cards are stocked against us.” 


THE TENURE-OF-OFFICE ACT. 

The Washington dispatches quote Justice 
Miller of the Supreme Court as saying that 
under the Tenure-of-Office act as it stands 
the President has no power to remove an 
official without the consent of the Senate, 
and where such consent is refused the sus- 
pended official will at once resume his office 
and hold it until a successor is not only ap- 
pointed but confirmed. He says further 
that a suspended official whose successor is 
not confirmed can be held responsible for the 
conduct of his office from that date, and that 
any court will so decide. This is the most 
logical construction that can be put on the 
Tenure-of-Office act, but still it only serves 
to show that the measure itself abounds in 
confused and contradictory provisions. 

Conceding the correctness of Justice Mill- 
er's view of the act, there would still be 
nothing to prevent the President making a 
second suspension as soon as the Senate ad- 
journed, If, for instance, the Senate should 
refuse to confirm Mr. Judd as Postmaster at 
Chicago Mr. Palmer could resume the office, 
but under the provisions of the Tenure-of- 
Office act the President would be required to 
**nominate another person as soon as practi- 
cable to the same session of the Senate for 
the office.” If the Senators should reject the 
second nomination they might keep Mr. 
Palmer in place, but as soon as the Senate 
adjourned the President could suspend him 
again and appoint Mr. Judd. In case of an 
obstinate deadiock between the Senate and 
the President the suspended officials might 
hold while Congress was in session, to be re- 
placed by the Cleveland appointees during 
the recess, and this absurd see-saw could be 
kept up tor the next three years. A law 
that makes such ridiculous results possible 
ought to be radically amended or repealed. 

The Tenure-of-Office act might almost be 
styled a war measure, since it was adopted 
in 1867 and was designed to tie the hands of 
Andy Johnson so that he could not make ‘‘a 
clean sweep” of National officeholders in car- 
rying out his traitorous designs. In 1869, after 
Grant came into office, the act was amend- 
ed, but the Senators were loath to give up all 
their power of control over the President, 
and made it necessary for the Senate to con- 
sent to removals before they could be regard- 
ed as permanent. Previous to 1867 all offi- 
cials appointed by the Executive were com- 
missioned to hold during the pleasure of 
the President of the United States for the 
time being,” but since then the limitation 
reads ‘‘subject to the conditions prescribed 
by law.” Upto 1867 the President exercised 
his full constitutional power, but sinee then 
he has been hampered by restrictions which 
are doubtful in legality and very questionable 
in policy. As the President and the Senate 
have represented the same party there has 
been no strife over the meaning of the law, 
and its imperfections and ambiguities re- 
mained hidden until the election of Mr. 
Cleveland. The act is now simply a source 
of mischief and contention. 

The President ought to have entire free- 
dom of action in making removals, and the 
Senate in giving its advice and consent 
should pass only on the fitness and capacity 
of the appointee. So far as removals are 
concerned the President's responsibility 
should be to the people and not to the Sen- 
ate. The Tenure-of-Office act has shown the 
evils of Senatorial intrusion into the exercise 
of the appointing power, and it ought to be 
repealed, The old practice of restricting the 
Senate to the power of confirm ation or rejec- 
tion was founded on sound policy and ought 
to be reéstablished.

NEW YORK CUSTOM-HOUSE 
N BLACKMAILING. 

The circumstances attending the appoint- 
ment of ‘‘dry-rot” Hedden and Beattie, who 
so insolently defied the Civil-Service Com- 
mission, as Collector and Surveyor of the 
Port of New York are such as should at 
once engage the attention of the Senate. 
Apart from the developments recently made, 
their appointment as part of Hubert O. 
Thompson’s patronage, giving him control of 
the custom-house, was an open violation of 
the Civil-Service law, but, as the Administra- 
tion has violated the spirit of the law in thou- 
sands of other cases, it might seem invidious 
to single it out for investigation on that ac- 
count. But the recent developments regard- 
ing undervaluations, it is reported, have un- 
earthed a regular system of blackmail on 
merchants charged with undervaluation of 
their imports for the purpose of raising 
money to ald Thompson’s County Democracy, 
and it therefore clearly comes not only within 
the jurisdiction but within the plain duty of 
the Senate to make its investigation as thor- 
ough as possible. 

The charge is openly made and confirmed 
by the recent investigation of the underval- 
uation system carried out by Hedden and 
Beattie that these two were appointed to 
place Thompson in control of the custom- 
house for political purposes. As soon as 
they were installed in their offices they com- 
menced their work. Large importers, who 
were in trouble on account of undervalua- 
tions by which the Government had been de- 
frauded of its rightful revenue, are alleged 
to have been blackmailed for Democratic po- 
litical contributions, and knowing that it 
would be worth their while to make no ob- 
jection they came down liberally. Hedden 
and Beattie appear to have been aided by.an 
Appraiser destitute of all mercantile knowl- 
edge, and, as Hedden himself has the final 
choice in the selection of parties in collision 

the undervaluers, the scheme worked 

ly, and thousands of dollats found 

their way into Thémpson’s hat, not alone. to 

rehabilitate the insolvent County Democracy, 

but to help carry the State for the nn 
sional spoiisman Hill.

UNHAPPY TAX-VDEVOURED FRANCE. 

The French people have tired of the Bris- 
son Administration and its absurd colonial 
policy, which at the expense of thousands 
of peasant-soldiers’ lives and millions of 
French money sought to conquer the people 
of the malarial and fever-breeding swamps of 
Madagascar and Tonquin and to establish 
hopeless French settlements among them. 
The practical defeat of the French Ministry 
on the Tonquin credit is wholly due to the 
desire of the French people to abandon the 
glory-and-conquest program and to return to 
economical and peaceful methods of adminis- 
tration. M. Clémenceau, Who is rapidly 
coming to the front, expressed the views of 
the honest majority of the newly-elected 
members of the Legislature when he stated 
that to lighten taxation was the paramount 
duty of the Government, and that the ex- 
pensive and foolish operations in Madagas- 
car and Tonquin prevented domestic reforms 
and endangered the very existence of the 
Republic, 

The Frenchman cheerfully bears his tax 
burdens if any equivalent, either in glory or 
in a more material way, is shown for them. 
But he is beginning to ask himself, Where 
is the glory in conquering the semi-barbarous 
people of Tonquin and Madagascar? He 
also doubtless tries to find out what the Re- 
publican Governments since Gambetta first 
became autocrat of the Chambers have to 
show for the trebling of the national debt 
and the enormous annual taxation. Accord- 
ing to a report made to his Governmen‘ some 
time ago by Mr. Crowe, commercial at- 
taché to the British Embassy at Paris, the 
present national debt of France is over 
87, 178, 000, O00 - nearly double the British na- 
tional debt, Which is popularly supposed to be 
the largest for any nation. The French of- 
ficial statement places thle debt at almost four 
billious: of dollars 1 83,944, 400, 000.] But 
Mr. Crowe says this sum does not cover ob- 
ligations incurred by contracts of various 
kinds for five years back. This year the 
budget deficit was $58,000,000, which must 
of course be provided by a new loan. The 
budget fur next year is estimated at 
$750,000,000, and unless the Brisson 
Ministry is driven from power there 
will be another deficit. To give some 
idea of the crushing nature of French taxa- 
tion itis only necessary to say that the aver- 
age tax for every household in the Republic 
is $125. ‘The French peasant, owing to his 
having no rent to pay and being thrifty and 
frugal, has stood the enormous drain so far, 
and the peasant’s son has patriotically gone 
to the front at his country’s call, not ‘‘heed- 
ing or caring where it might be.” But now 
that the depression in trade and the conse- 
quent reduction of prices of agricultural prod- 
ucts have reached France and brought home 
to the people the fact that the blood shed in 
Asia and Afriea purchased neither territory, 
commercial advantage, nor glory for the na- 
tion, he grumbies and protests. He will 
stand the double drain no longer. 

The mediocrities, who compose the Brisson 


Ministry, have tried to satisfy the people dy 


resorting to corn and cattle duties, but, though 
this has had the effect of reducing foreign 
imports into France, prices have not im- 
proved. A correspondent. of the London 
Times, writing from Paris Dec. 7, says that 
prices have fallen and a universal crisis is 
threatened. It can only be averted. by the 
establishment in the Republic of a stable 
Ministry of able men pledged to retrench- 
ment and reform to a policy of peace abroad 
and economy at home. To persist in the 
methods of Brisson will bring France once 
more under the rule of the Bourbons, per- 
haps after a period of anarchy and bloodshed. 


GAMBLING IN CHICAGO. 

Some days ago a committee of the Decem- 
ber grand jury—especially appointed for the 
purpose—made. an investigation concerning 
the charge that gambling is permitted in Chi- 
cago with the consent and knowledge of ‘the 
police authorities and contrary to the munici- 
pal laws and ordinances, This committee 
made a nocturnal tour of the gambling dis- 
trict, and, it appears, in one night found four 
leadings establishments in full blast. A re 
port to that effect was about to be made when 
a motion was offered by a grand “juror who 
had been seen” that the special committee 
be discharged without making a report, and 
that further investigation concerning am- 
bling be dropped, This motion, it appears, 
was carried by a majority of one, and the 
gamblers will now enjoy complete immunity 
for a month at least. Friday a resident of 
Englewood was robbed of his overcoat in a 
gambling-den on Clark street. When he ap- 
peared before a police magistrate Saturday 
the Englewood victim said the gambling den 
was crowded, and the officer who arrested 
the coat-stealer said; ‘‘ Certainly, your 
Honor, there is always a big crowd there, you 
know.” The Justice probably Knew, as did 
the.officer’s superiors, and the functionary 
who appointed the Justice. Yet no effort has 
been made to close that gambling- mony Ut 
any other. 

Last June! during a spasmodic fit of virtue, 
the police authorities raided several garo- 
bling-houses jn the business district of the 
city. Gaming-tat „chips,“ cards, and 
other paraphernalia were seized 
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judicial and municipal blackmail. 

This curious state of things is worth in- 
vestigation by the January grand jury, 
which is said to be a fairly respectable body. 
Mr. Harrison, for instance, might be asked 
to account for his apparently contradictory 
course with respect to the gamblers and 
their motive. 


Tue Irish question, or the Irish difficulty, 
whatever it may be called, is again turning 
on the tenant and landlord issue. The Irish 
landlord. members of the British House of 
Lords, ahd three-fourttis of that august as- 
sembly, are holders of Irish land and collect 
rents trom Irish tenants, and will obstruct 
every measure of home rule for Ireland 
which would confer on an Irish Legislature 
the right to make laws concerning the 
ownership of the ‘soil or the rent to be paid. 
The representatives of the moneyed and. 
commercial interests of Great Britain in the 
House of Commons—and they are quite 
numerous and very largely Liberal would 
also object. An Irish Parliament without 
power to deal with the land difficulty would 
be almost worthless to Ireland; an Irish 
Parliament with power to deal with the land 
question would bea serious menace to En- 
glish capitalists and land- owners. Should 
the English Parliament retain for itself the 
right to legislate on the Irish land question 
there would again bea universal strike in Ire- 
land against rent, which, in the event of quasi- 
home rule, would succeed, as it would have 
the entire sympathy and support of the local 
authorities. An Irish Parliament would not 
dare to enforce rent collection. It is clear 
that the landlord and tenant question must 
be settled on some mutually satisfactory 
basis before home rule is granted. That is 
now, as it has been for over a century, the 
real Irish question.

One does not hear so much now as a few 
years ago about the exhaustion of American 
forests or English coal mines. Yet the process 
to which attention was called by a ringing 
alarm less than a decade since is going on rap- 
idiy. The denudation of our timber lands is 
especially to be regretted, as it not only threat- 
ons the supply of lumber in the near future, 
but also tends to unfit the land of thé sur- 
rounding country for agricultural and resi- 
dence purposes. For this reason there are 
other motives than the merely selfish ones of 
the present for encouraging the use of iron in 
many cases where wood has hitherto been em- 
ployed almost exclusively. 

The railroad is a great destroyer of. wood. It 
is estimated that the roads use not far from 
15,000,000 ties in the United States every year. 
It requires at least 300 ties per mile per annum 
to keep a road-bed in repair, and in the build- 
ing of now lines the estimate 18 2. 700 ties for 
each mile. The proposition to employ iron in- 
stead of wood for this purpose is one which 
alone offers an almost indefinit extension to 
the life of our forest system, and all the more 
so as the substitution of fron for wood on the 
road-ved would be followed by a similar change 
in many other lines of consumption. The 
metal tie would eost more to begin with, but 
would prove to be much the cheaper in the 
end, especially now that the price of iron has 
fallen to such a low point as to make it cost 
vastly less than it did afew years ago. About 
the only wear of the iron tie would be that due 
to its slow oxidation owing to exposure, and 
even that might be reduced toa minimum by 
the use of known methods for preventing its 
disintegration by the evaporating of moisture 
from ita surface.

I have never beard that the 
County Clerk has ever prosecuted any person 
for not reporting a birth, notwithstanding he 
is by the law ordered to do so. 

Ten years have how elapsed since the pas- 
sage of this law. and should any statistics of the 
number of births occurring during that period 
be they would be utterly unreliable. 
Iam informed that statistics of births in En- 
giand and on the Continent of Europe are pre- 
pared from reliable date. How they manage 
to compel the reports of births I do not know. 
It seems strange that such « plain law as we 
have in this State is not*complied with. 

The same law provided for the report of 
deaths. This law is complicd with, because the 
undertaker cannot bury a body, nor can it be 
removed from the city without a certificate of 
death from a 2 —5 indorsed by an officer 
of the Board of Health. As the matter now 
stands we bave no complete record of the num- 
ber of births occurring in the city during the 
last ten years. I do not believe one-quarter of 
the births have been reported. Consequently 
no statistician can tell how many males and 
femaies have been born, while the report of 
deaths is doubtiess complete. No approximate 
statistics of the births as compared with the 
deaths can ever be prepared so as to possess 
any accuracy whatever. Why should phys. 
cians this law? What object is to be 
gained? Why bas not the County Clerk prose- 
cuted the delinquents? 

The number of births occurring during a year 
in this city must be very large. If each de- 
linquent physician was fined $10 and tne 
amount collected, every year the amount 
would be sufficient to notably increase the in- 
come of the city. It is time that some public 
association, or some one in authority, should 
investigate this matter, else another decade 
may pass by with the same imperfect statistics, 
which does not redound to rope Be eeepc of 
a great and growing city like

SLIGHTLY DISSATISFIED. 

Osco, Dec. 28.—[Editor of The Tribune. } 
A letter in your Sunday issue from A Lane- 
Place Piebeian " bas caused considerable amuse- 
ment as well as a number of wrathful criti- 
cisms. People bound for town from Lane 
place have the advantage of all the North Di- 
vision cars (except Larrabee street) on Clark, 
State, and Weils streets. . But we who live be- 
yond Centre street, what of us? Many, many 
times I have stood waiting fuily twenty min- 
utes for a Clark-street car. To be sure 1 have 
the advantage of Wells and State street cars, 
as I live on Orcbard street, near Webster ave- 
nue, but only the Clark street line takes me 
pear my business. I am not obliged to be 
down earlier than 9 a. m., but have tried leav- 
ing home early, late, and between times, hop- 
mg to get. a Clark street car, as weil 
as a seat, but none to be had short 
of Clark and Centre streets. A walk from 
where I am to Cierk street will take some time; 
butIam not able to do even that, and must 
wait. Larrabee and Lincoln avenue Clark 
street cars are the only ones on any of the 
Mines running over that part of town, and on 
the several lines there is one State and one 
Welis street car each to one Clark street car 
on Lincoln avenue. Every one knows that to 
be obliged to ride in a Larrabee street car is 
far from pleasant. The cars on the other lines 
are none too well ventilated, but carry a better 
class of passengers. I live beyond the con- 
veniences (7) of Nortn Side cars, not being 
fortunate enough to live at Lane piace, and I 
must say that in my op'nion there is no good 
reason for such shortsigbtedness on the part 
ot the North Side company, to so neglect the 
comfort, to say nothing of the accommodation, 
of its thousands of patrons. Iam assured 
that there are twelve times as many building 
permits issued in Lake View now as were grant- 
ed a year ago. The Clark-street cars carry 
three times the number carried by Wells 
or State street and we have one-quarter the 
numder ot cars. I, too, have been in many 
large cities, and I do not find our North Divis- 
jon service half up to even a small town. 
Think of being cramped upin oneof these 
cars for three-quarters of an hour, from Clark 
and Washington streets to Orchard! It is out- 
rageous. The schedule time is uear thirty-two 
minutes—but when do they ever make it? 
Even that is slower than there is any need of. 
Here we are, in what 1s called “Lively Chica- 
go, crawling home at the rate of one mile in 
fourteen minutes, and freezing to death on the 
way. The “jerking” of the cabie is Heaven 
to such torture! Better bold indignation meet- 
ings until we can remedy some of the evils. 
We don’t want to be so lung on the road that 
our friends will not know us when we get 
home. Let us at least have room and quick 
trips if we do not have beat.

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The Number of Side - Tracked Cars Greatly | 


Increased by Reason of the Mills 
Suspending fora Few Days. 
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MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Deo. 28.—(Special.]— 
During the last four days there have been re- 
ceived in Minneapolis 419 cars of wheat, the 
greater number going inte elevators, the re- 
maining 152 cars on side-track this morn- 
ing increasing the side-track lots from 858 
Thursday to 1,010 today. The milis were idle 
from Thursday night to this morning, other- 
wise there would likely have been considerable 
decrease. The Omaha Road has 164 cars 
side-tracked at St. Paul, Kasota, and 
Merriam Junction to come to Minneapo- 
lis. The number in moving trains and due. 
here in twenty-four hours from this morning 
is but sixty-seven cars, though these may be 
increased by the Omaha bringing in a lot now 
in St. Paul and at the“other points mentioned. 
The number in sight here today is 1,241, in- 
cluding all side-tracked lots and those moving 
possibie to arrive by tomorrow morning. 
There is very littie doing in the way of country 
purohases, and it is likely there will not be 
much until some time in January. The re- 
ceipts in Min is, as well as Duluth, 
are expected to run light all the week, 
as not much appears to be loading in the coun- 
try. The country elevators in many sections 
are quite empty and in others not crowded. 
Small buyers will continue to send along cur 
rent receipts, and some large elevator com- 
panies will do the same, but the bulk of receiv- 
ers here are believers in higher prices in the 
near future and their movements will, to some 
extent at least, be governed by their expecta- 
tions. In sections directly tributary to Duluth 
the prospect of small receipts is even greater 
than at Minneapolis, a larger percentage hav- 
ing already gone forward than from points 
nearer Minneapolis.

SAUERKRAUT STATISTICS. 


SOME PECULIARITISS OF ITS MANUFACTURE 
IN BERKS COUNTY, PA. 

Philadelphia News: The look of pleasure 
seen on the face of the bibulous German as be 
steps out of his favorit lager-beer saloon these 
cold days tells the passer-by as plainiy as do 
the printed words that hang outside the door 
that the day of sauerkraut lunch is here. The 
German bier-haus bar is not complete without 
its steaming dish of kraut for lunch, nor is the 
custom of giving this favorit German delicacy 
confined entirely to the natives of the Fader- 
land. Irish and American saloonkeepers offer 
it as an extra inducement te customers. Ger- 
many is the original home of the dish delect- 
able to the German palate, and the Germans 
are responsible for its introduction into this 
country. Up among the Pennsylvania Dutch 
in Berks County sauerkraut is, durm the win- 
ter, the staple food of the farmers and trades- 
men, and there is no place in the country 
where it is made better or eaten more regu- 
larly. 

In the fallof the year, about the week of 
Halloween, the farmer selects from his crop of 
cabbages as many of the firmest heads as will 
suffice for his famuy’s use. In every commu- 
nity there are one ortwo sauerkraut-cutters 
which are hired out to whoever wants them. 
The cutters are madeof a long board, with 
several sharp knivos set in the middle. A box 
that will hoid one or two headsof cabbage is 
made to fit over the knife-board, and this is 
pushed back and forth over the knives, which 
shave off the cubbage in thin, almost transpar- 
parent slices. The vessel which receives these 
shavings is c@ied a “stenner.” It is simply a 
high, narrow barrel. After the bottom ot the 
„ gtenner is covered with a layer of about four 
inches of the cut cabbage coarse salt is sprin- 
kled all over it, and then, with a heavy wood- 
en stamper—*‘'shtemble,”’ as it is called in 
Berks Coufhty Dutch—the mass is vigor- 
ously pounded, and the salt is worked through 
it. The alternate layers of cabbage and salt 
and the pounding go on until the barrel is 
full to within six inches of the top, when it is 
covered over with boarc., and weights are 
placed on it to soak the pickle out of it. It is 
ready for use within six weeks after it is made, 

It is said that m some of the farming dis- 
tricts of this State, instead of using the wooden 
pounder to pack itin the barrel, some one of 
the family gets into it and tramps it down with 
the bare feet, generally laymg a cioth cover 
over the cabbage. Of course the feet are first 
given a good bath. This method of stamping 
is not generally used, though it is certainly 
sometimes déne. They cook it generally with 
a good-sized piece of fresh pork as fat as the 
pork can be had. Sometimes they add to it 
while boiling a quantity of potatoes cut in 
quarters, but they generally have with it a 
great dish of mashed potatoes, and of this eom- 
pound of sauerkraut, speck.“ and potatoes 
enormous quantities are consumed daily in the 
farm-houses of Berks County. 

There is a German settiement up in New Jer- 
sey called Riverside, where, it is said, there ‘is 
little else than pork and sauerkraut eaten. The 
place has become famous for the excellence of 
its favorit dish, and the custom has iately 
grown among these people to give sauerkraut 
parties. Germanr from all the near towns 
flock to these social parties and eat the greasy 
compound to satiety and settle it down with an 
all-night dance. 

There are two sauerkraut factories in Phila- 
delphia, where it is manufactured in great 
quantities and sold by the hogsbead. This kind 
is considered by th Hermans as not so good as 
the home-made article. 

Sauerkraut is becoming a favorit dish at he 
hotels, and can often be found on the bill of 
fare at the different first-class hotels. That 
used at tue hotels is said to be imported from 
Germany. 


TUBS FULL OF RUBIES. 


ONE MAGNIFICENT GEM WHICH WAS STOLEN 
BY A BURMESE MAID OF HONOR, 

St. James’ Gazelle: Concerning King Thee 
baw’s rubies, a well-informed correspondent 
writes: “It is certainly curious that we have 
beard nothing of the Mandalay Palace gems. 
The value of the objects discovered there we 
have been told is not great. Yet the Capital 
bas been undisturbed by war for over thirty 
years, if we omit the rebellion of 1866, wnen 
there was no plundering. During all that time 
the previous store of the Lords of the Ruby 
Mines and of the Noble Serpentine has been 
steadily added to. Many is the poor wretch 
who bas been crucified for chipping down a 
gem that, from its size, ought to have been 
banded over to the Arbiter of Existence. Gen- 
tlemen who, in the time of Theebaw’s father. 
the convener of the Fifth Great Synod, were 
much about the paiace, have spoken of silver 
bowls the size of washing-tubs fliled to the lip 
witb uncut rubies; and at least one spoke en- 
thusiastically of the occasion on which he was 
allowed to thrust his bare arms nearly up to 
the shoulder in a huge chalice full of 
these gems. There was in particular one 
great stone, called the Nan-zin Budda- 
mya, which, by its magnificence, was 
supposed totypify the dynasty. It was un- 
mounted, and, therefore, cannot be the rem in 
bis ring concerning which the dethroned King 
was so plaintive, and it was guarded with the 
most sedulous care. Nevertheless, in 1880 a 
maid of honor managed to purioin it, ana act- 
ually succeeded in getting it out of the palace 
conceaied on ber person ina very extraordi- 
nary way. She was, bowever, captured before 
ebe got rid of the stone. It was restored to its 
place and more jealously guarded than ever; 
and the hapless damsel was put to death with 
the fiendish ingenuities in which Soo-payab-lat, 
the Queen, was a past-master.“ One of the 
newspaper dispatches telis us (continues the 
same correspondent) that the palace had been 
very much looted by the royal body-guard. 
No doubt these gentry made for the store of 
rubies first of all. There was not much else 
that was really valuable, except the royal 
utensils, the gold spittoon and betei-box, the 
model ot the Hentha, the carrymg-bird of 
Visunu, the jeweled cups and trays ana what- 
not, besides the bundreds of silver bowls kept 
ed domestic uses and for presents to vis- 
tors.

Here our 
sympathy is largely with the old man, and with 
the child only incidentally, after ber rescue 
from the Thénardiers. The pathos of the 
growth ‘of his affection for the hittie waif 
and his complete absorption in her life can 
scarcely be equaled elsewhere. After he has 
carried ber away from the wolfish Thénardiers 
and made a place for her to live with him, the 
first morning is thus described: The next 
morning at daybreak Jean Valjean was again 


standing by Cosette’s bedside; be was motion- 
less and wa for her to awake; something 
new was en his soul. Jean Valjean had 


never loved anything. For twenty-five years 
ne had been alone in the world, and had never 
been father, lover, husband, or friend. At 
the galleys he was wicked, gioomy, chaste, 
ignorant, and ferovious—the heart of the old 
convict was full of virginities. When he saw 
Cosette, when he carried her off, he felt his 
entrails stirred up; all the passion and affec- 
tion there was in him was aroused and rushed 
towards this child. He went upto the bed on 
which she slept and he trembied for joy; he 
felt pangs like a mother, and knew not what 
it was, for the great and strange emotion of a 
heart which ig prevaring co love is a very ob- 
scure and sweet thing. . . . Teaching Co- 
sette to read and letting her play almost con- 
stituted Jean Valjean’s entire life. He spent 
hours in teaching her to dress and undress her 
doll and listening to ber prattle. From this 
moment life uppeared to him full of interest; 
men seemed to him good and just; he no longer 
reproached any ane h his thoughts, and per 
ceived no reason why he should not live toa 
great age, now that this child loved him.“ 

The oid convict had extracted a good deal of 
wisdom out of life, and the knowledge that the 
love of a little child is the best thing to be found 
in it was not the least part of this wisdom. Ah! 
It more people would but perceive this truth— 
how much happier might the world become. 
Now, even in fashionable homes, they are 
too often regarded, if not as a burden, 
yet as a very great care and trouble, and few 
comparatively are the homes where people 
really enjoy their children as they might. Too 
many young mothers look upon the hours 
spent in ministering to the children as a mere 
weariness, and are impatient to be abie to use 
their time in someother way, and far too many 
intrust the entire care of the little ones to oth- 
ers. Ab, if they only knew what they were 
losing; if they could only feei the extreme pre- 
ciousness of these same childish days; know 
how soon they will be gone forever and value 
their blessings before tney flee away! Every 
child that comes into a household is really a 
new study, and one of surpassing interest, and 
the precious things we learn from the little 
ones can never be learned in any other way in 
time. 

Let us peer into the hearts of the children 
more closely. my friends, and we shall find 
much of which we do not dream. 

Let us not wait until our hearts become en- 
tirely desolate, like that of the old convict, be- 
fore we giadiy fill them with the devotion of 
some child’s soul, 

The children of Tom Hood say in the memo- 
rials of their father: We are the better enabled 
to prepare these memoriais because we were 
never separated for any length of time from 
our parents, neither of us having been sent to 
a boarding-school or in our earlier days con- 
fined to that edifying domestic Botany Bay— 
the nursery—where children grow up by the 
pattern of unwatched, uneducated hired serv- 
ants.“ This sending very young children away 
to a boarding-school has happily not become 


common in America, but in Engiand 
it is practiced very largely. Who does 
not remember the Bronte children 
and their companions at the re 


ligious Andersonville Prison—the Lowood 
Seminary, 80 realistically desbribed by Char- 
lotte in the openmg of Jane Eyre.” The 
wrongs of littie children are the wrongs which 
touch the world the deepest; and the picture 
which Dickens painted of Dotheboys Hail 
roused a very strong feeling in England 
avainst that sort of school—then common 
there. But it isnot only in the charity schools 
and the very eheap schools that many cruel. 
wrongs are inflicted upon chiidren. The great 


public scagpis are scenes of constant cruelty 
and torture even to ‘thie. day, The older boys 
are syétématically cruel to thé younger ones in 


all these schools, and Tom Brown at Rugby 
does not suffer one-talf the indignities which 
fall to the lot of the average boy sent there. 
This discipline of the boys is very precious 
in the eyes of Englishmen, and even 
De Quincey, who suffered much from it, says: 
“To box was in those days a mere necessity 
of school-boy life atpublic schools; and hence 
the superior manliness, generosity, and self- 
control of those generally who have benefited 
by such discipline, so systematically hostile to 
all meanness, pusillanimity, or indirectness.”’ 
If being obliged to fight one’s way like a tiger 
is so conducive to manliness,” ** generosity,”’ 
and **seif-control”’ it isa wonder the rest of 
the world bas not fouud it out. Rather, it 
seems to me, is it conducive to brutality and 
barbarism, and to it we vundouttedly may at- 
tribute in part the fact that the English are 
more given to wife-beating than anv other 
civilized people. Take the case of such 


a boy as De Quincey himself, sent 
to such a school. He says: The 
eternal feud fretted and tormented my 


nature. Love that once in childhood had been 
go mere a necessity to me—that had long been 
a reflected ray from a departed sunset. But 
peace and freedom fromi strife, if love were no 
longer possible, were the clamorous necessity 
of my nature. To contend with somebody was 
stili my fate. How to escape the contention I 
could not see; and yet for itself, and for the 
aeadly passions into which it forced me, I hated 
and loathed it more than death.” 

The brutality of the masters is often in ex- 
cess even of that of the boys and bas driven 
many a sensitive boy to destruction. De 
Quincey himself had a beautiful young brother 
who fell into the hands of one of these brutal 
masters. He was a thoughtful and sensitive 
child, haughty and high-spirited, but very easi- 
iy managed by kindness. He was taken 
from a school where he was very 
happy and where they seemed to 
thoroughly understand him and placed in the 
hands of one of those schoolmasters who flour- 
ished in England at that day, who thought 
that physical coercion was the one sole engine 
by which man could be managed.“ Mean- 
While,“ De Quincey says. my brother R. iu an 
evil hour having been removed from the most 
quiet of human sanctuaries, having forfeited 
that peace which possibly he wag never to re- 
trieve, fell into the power of this Moloch. And 
this Moloch upon him illustrated the laws of 
his establishment; him also, the gentle, the 
beautiful, but also the proud, the haughty, he 
beat, kicked, trampled upon. In two hours 
from that time my brother was on the road to 
Liverpool. Painfully he made out his way, 
having not much money, and with a sense of 
total ebandonment which made bim feel that 
all ne might have would prove little enough 
for his purpose.“ The boy was recaptured 
and the master repeated his brutalities more 
fiercely than before, now acting in the double 
spirit of tyranny and revenge. In a few hours 
the boy was again on his way to Liverpool. 
He had learned wisdom from his first venture, 
and pow hid nimself by day and stole through 
the night like a culprit. After suffering 
the severest hardships he arrived in the 
great heartiess city and made his way to 
the docks. He offered himself for a sailor and 
was at once taken on board. He remained 
with this Captain three years, and afterwards 
ran through many wild adventures, until at 
length, after a severe action fought off the 
coast of Peru, the armed merchantman in 
which be served was captured by pirates. Most 
of the crew were massacred. The boy was 
spared, and with these pirates, cruising under 
a black flag and perpetrating unnumbered 
atrocities; he was obliged to sail for two years. 

During this time hig friends knew nothing 
of his w vereabouts, and, though he did finally 
return to he had been practically 
lost to his family forever. It is only to be 
wondered at that more sensitive children, 
crusted under intolerable tyranny, and ig- 
norant of the hardships they must undergo, do

Very pathetic is the account of his life at this 
time, with a littie waif of 10 
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for her. The opposit of this is true in the

questioning of children is very common 
and very naturali—for it is certainly 
an annoyance; but how should we like 
it it ovr obildren had not  intelli- 
gence enough to want to know all these things 
into which they inquire so diligeatly? Pains 
should be taken to answer them—not only pa- 
tiently but intelligently, though that this 
laborious I am well aware. The usual way 
putting them off was illustrated by a little in- 
cident I once witnessed at West Point. A party 


two or three times. Then with the utmost 
unpatience she exolalmed, Don't bother me, 
I don’t know; ramrods, I su ’ The little 
feilow ran along. and probably to this day has 


a very singular idea of what a ramrod may be. . 


The heiplesness of the little child in our 
hands is something that we all ought to ponder 
far more seriously than we do. But how 
lightly we handle their bodies and their souls; 
off-hand, with scarcely athougbt, we sometimes 
decide their destinies, Do it with a joke too, 
sometimes, &s Sydney Smith did in the case of 
the baby he, was sent for to christen when the 
mother thought it was going to die. Mr. Smith 
practiced ‘ medicine, as well as preached 
theology, when it was necessary, and when 
he was inquired of on bis return 
‘In what state he had left the poor babe he re- 
plied: “ Why, I first gave it a dose of castor- 
oil and then I christened 1t; so now the poor 
child je ready for either world.” | 

Sydney Smith must of course have bis joke, 
but he was a tender friend to the little ones 
nevertheless, anda royal favorit with them 
everywhere. He felt the loss of bis own infant 
son most severely, and says in writing of it to 
a friend: “Children are horribly insecure; 
the life of a parent is the life of a gambler.” 
He liked children much better than dogs, say- 
ing of the latter: I don’t like dogs; I always 
expect them to go mad. A lady once asked me 
for a motto for her dog Spot. I proposed, ‘Out, 
damned Spot!’ but, strange to say, she did not 
think it sentimental enough.“ 

He was almost as fond of repeating his chil- 
dren’s sayings as Tom Hood—who insisted that 
bis boy wouid be of a literary turn of miad be- 
cause he talked of seeing a lady in italics, when 
he meant hysterics, and made the usual num- 
ine of amusing chiidish mistakes in his speak- 


Among the best specimens of the confusion 
of ideas caysed by their imperfect understand- 
ing of language which I recall was that of my 
own little girl, who was inclined to be timid, 
and with whom I was reasoning upon the sub- 
ject. ** Why are you afraid to go upstairs in 
the dark, my dearr “ O mamma, I'm always 
afraid I shall see the Holy Ghost.” How much 
children suffer from fear few people realize. 
Nervous and imaginative children suffer to a 
painful and sometimes to a dangerous extent 
from this cause, often entirely unknown to 
their parents, who perhaps have reproved them 
for it, ridiculed it, or in some way repressed 
the expression of the child's feelings regarding 
it. Ignorant servants always instil this poison 
into the minds of children, and, 
however closely you may watch their 
intercourse with children, always manage to 
impart some of their ideas to the little ones, to 
their great hurt. Occasionally we read of 
some child frightened to death by one of their 
ignorant attendants, but more often it happens 
that their young lives are embittered by a con- 
stant haunting dread of burglars, or ghosts, 
or tramps. The talk upon these interesting 
subjects is not always confined to the servants’ 
quarters, and some mothers are quite as inju- 
dicious in their conversation before their 
children as are the servants they émpioy. 
Children bave a natural relish for horrors, and 
the greatest care should be tuken that they 
hear no talk about the multitude of harrowmg 
things that are daily happening around us. 
Many people are unbappy all their lives long 
at the approach ot a thunder-shower, 
just, because: they saw others terrified 
at them when they were young. 
So, too, of the winds and cyclones we 
hear so much of in these days. Children are 
systematically educated into adread of them, 
by the actions of their elders, when an unusual 
appearance is in the heavens, 
naturaliy brave, and itis a great wrong towards 
them to rob them of their birthright and sub- 
stitute in its place a cowardice which would be 
contemptible ir it were not pitiable. It 1s just 
as easy to teach them toenjoy a thunder-storm 
as to be terrified at it; and certainly, if one is 
without fear, the spectacle of u great storm is 
one of che most subiime in nature. Children 
should be introduced to Nature and taught to 
make friends with her. This is very easily 
Gone when they are young; and they will 
really get a personal interest in inanimate 
things, like the chiidren in Dickens“ Dream 
of a Star: ** Whoever saw it first cried out, 


‘I see the star!’ And often they 
both cried out together, knowWing 80 
well when it would rise and where. 


So they grew to be such friends with it that 
betore lying down in their beds they aiways 
looked out once again to bid it good night; 
and when they were turning round to sieep 
they used to say, “God biess the star.“ What 
delight the whole rolling year can be made to 
give them if but their eyes are taught to see 
when they are young. Do you ever think, my 
friends, of how much the littie newcomers in 
this earth have to learn, and bow litt e sense 
we show in teaching them. What a multitude 
of useiess things we laboriously impress upon 
their brains, and how we tail to teach them to 
see and to hear for themselves—the real 
sources of all true knowledge. How few chil- 
dren are taught anything about their own 
bodies and how to take care of them. 


Admitting, as all must, that health is 
the first thing in this world, and 
that without it all else is 
as nothing, yet we let the  chilaren 


grow up without knowing anything in re- 
gard to this all important subject. Every- 
thing else is taught in schools except physiol- 
ogy and hygiene, and very few parents pay any 
attention to teaching this at home. Of course 
there are some schools where a little attention 
is paid to this subject, but the great majority 
of scholars never study it at all, and very few 
teachers take any interest in it. Let it should 
be one of the first things taught, and it should 


de compulsory that all children learn it. Moth- 


ers depend upon watching over their children 
themselves, and find it a wearing care to do so. 
How much better to teach them to take an intel- 
ligent interest in taking care of themselves. 
This will greatly relieve the mother, and be of 
incaiculable benefit*to the child throughout 
life. How many are destroyed for 
the lack of this knowledge every year. 
Young men and women away at school, 
for the first time out from under 
the watchful home eyes, are guilty of some im- 
prudence or carvlesness, ignorant of the 
serious results it may produce, and perhaps 
injure themselves for life, or even die pre- 
maturely from its effects. Theodore Parker 
laid the foundations of the consumption from 


which he died, in his college days, by an entire 
neglect (@ the first principles of hygiene, of 
which hd? was completely ignorant. Studying 


everything else with avidity and often with 
unreason, he knew nothing of his own body 
and its needs, ana ruined bis tine constitution 
before he learned anything of it. Thousands 
are yearly dom the same thing, and the beads 
of colleges and other schools are greatly to 
blame that some remedy is not applied to this 
serious evil. It would be the most effectual 
check to dissipation that could be placed upon 
the young if they could be taught its fatal 
consequences to their bodies and their brains. 

Let pareats learn also to give some personal 
attemgion to the school-houses where their 
children spend so many hours a day. They will 
often times be astonished at the revelations 
which will be made to them. They will not won- 
der atthe constant appearance of diphtheria, 
scariet-fever, and other scourges if they will 
examine closely the places where they send 
their children to pass a large portion of their 
time. Let them see to it too that some com- 
mon sense is used by the teachers in what they 
require of the children. The wrongs of chili.

There will be time enough for this, but not for 
much more. He must be taught to write a 
good, plain. business band and should be thor-

He should be taught to speak correctly by con- 
stant oral drill, and not by learning maay rules 
of grammar. There will not be time for this. 
A geography from which much useless matter 
has been left out must be thoroughly taught. 
History may be taught in teaching him to read 
in the thorough manner I suggest. is 
The first principles of physiology may be 
taught the whole school orally by putting a 
little time upon it each day. This much at 14 
under good teachers the boy may get, and it is 
his right. Heis defrauded when he is sent 
away from our schools with less than this. Yet 
bow few, comparatively, get this substantial 
foundation under our present intricate 


of teaching? Aoy business-man who takes a 


bave outlined. The trouble is, largely, that 
the time is not put upon the real things, but is 
frittered away upon no- essentials. School- 
books are largely to blame for this and need a 
radical overhauling; and the courses of study 
are adapted, not to the wants of the class I am

INDIVIDUAL WEALTH. 


SHO IT BE LIMITED BY LAW?—THE REV. 
DR. C BY WOULD RESTRICT THE RICH TO 
A FIXED MAXIMUM. 

Limitation of personal wealth in degree is as 
reasonable ‘as limitation in kind. Where pos- 


‘session in kind is dangerous the law puts lim- 


its. Why should it not put limits where posses- 
sion in degree is dangerous? I cannot keep 
dynamite in my house, I cannot sell gunpow- 
der, 1 cannot keep pigs in my yard, I cannot 
own cholera or small-pox rags, I cannot own a 
rickety house. In all these cases the law will 
punish me and take away my property. And 
justly, because I am an injury to the commu- 
nity in holding it. Now, if: my holding an 
estate that is dangerous from its vastness is 
forbidden by law, where is the injustice? All 
that must be proved is its danger. Laws 
should be made cautiously, and no mere jeal- 
ousy should find place in them. 

But if it can be proved that colossal fortunes 
are perilous to the well-being of society laws 
limiting fortunes would be perfectly just. 
That such fortunes are perilous to society aad 
the state is proven a priori from the fact that 
they give a controlling political power to men 
not chosen by the peo to exercise that 
power. Itis a power to buy up Legisiatures, 
to purchase immunities for outrages, to defy 
public opinion, and to make justice impossi- 
ble. And it is proved a posteriori from in- 
numerable exampies in the history ef legisia- 
tion in our own country, where gigantic me- 
nopolies have been fostered, to the oppression 
of the poor, and a system of corners has 
been maintained by unrighteous laws and the 
failure to pass righteous onés. 

It is a common cry with these rich men and 
corporations that the laws of trade, Ste., will 
take care of themselves. This they cry when 


legislation for the poor is talked of, when it is 


suggested that we should have wages secured 
and coéperation supported by law. But all the 
time they are not leaving the laws of trade, 
etc., to take care of themselves, but they are 
filling every State Legisiature with their lob- 
byists, and diam and wining the legislators, 
and procuring legislation to favor their own 
greedy and extortionate plans. 

The land is full of this gross injustice, and 
the enormous accumulation of capital in a few 
hands is the cause of iy 

It is high time that Wise and impartial men 
should, by careful study and counsel, aevise a 
righteous plan to curb excessive wealth for the 
sake of the country’s peace and prosperity. 
Tbe reform should be no impulsive measure. 
Such a remedy would be as bad as the disease. 
The principles of justice should govern through- 
out. The amount of wealth to de allowed one 
man, the method ot avoiding trickery by which 
several would bold property for one, the right 
mode of preventing accumulation, and the ex- 
clusion of opportunities fur mere spite and an- 
noyance—all these would be subjects demand- 
ing sober, honest, faithful discussion; but they 
should not be ignored and neglected because 
of the difficulties in them.

THE CLERKS OF THE ELECTION COMMIS- 
SIONERS FIND A BIG JOB ON THEIR HANDS 
THE MAYORALTY CONTEST. 

The First and Second Wards are being redis- 
tricted by the clerks of the Election Commis- 
sion at the order of the Commissioners, who 
considered the precincts made at the first di- 
vision too large. The clerks do not like this 
job. They say it is more difficult than the 
original division was. In the other wards they 
will, therefore, be more careful to keep the 
number of votes down as low as possibile. In 
the Fourth Ward, which was finished yester- 
day, most of the precincts run below 300 or be- 
tween 300 and 830. There were no great diffi- 
culties encountered in that ward except in the 
first four precincts. The first two under the 
old division of 1884 had to be subdivided into 
four in order to obtain low figures. But 
Twenty-ninth street being the dividing line 
between the First and Second Senatorial Dis- 
triots, while the ward hne is at Twenty-sixth, 
it had to be adopted as a dividing line for the 
precincts also in order to avoid the necessity 
of priating different tickets for each precinct. 
The numbers in the firet precincts were then 


then made very unequal and the First Precinct 
got 886 votes, which was the best the clerks 
could do. The ward was divided into twenty- 
three precincts with an average of 309 votes, 
the lowest being 261 and the highest 386. At 
the last spring elecaon it had only seventeen 
precincts with an average of 418 votes.

**Do you think the explosive was purchased 
in this city?’ 

“TIT donot. I believe it was made by the man 
who placed it there. Our firm are the only 
manufacturers of dynamite or nitro-glycerine 
in the city. Nitro-glycerine is not an article of 
commerce hardly, and we make it only to use 
in manufacturmg dynamite. We never sold 
these insmall quantities. Nitro-glycerine is 
very easy to make. Itis composed simply of 
giycerine, nitric-acid, and sulphuric-acid. The 
way the whole thing was put together leads me 
to believe that it was done dy a greenhorn, 
who hadn’t the nerve to fire it after be had 
placed it on the steps.“

FAITH HEALING 
MADE THE SUBJECT OF DISCUSSION BY THE 
METHODIST MINISTERS. 

The Methodist ministers heid their meeting 
yesterday worning at the Sherman House, C. 
G. Truesdell in the chair. C. BH. Zimmerman 
read an essay on faith-cure. He said that 
there was nothmg miraculous about the al- 
leged cures. He indorsed the essential part of 
the faith bealmg but not the ridiculous-por- 
tion. Our most thoughtful people opposed 
cure by prayer on account of the burlesque of 
fanatics. We may believe in it without 
noticing the miraculous part of it. Faith- 
bealers are incifmed to exaggerate their cases 
and not repert cases of failure at all. It is not 
the prayer that cures people, although that has 
a,good'deal to do with it: The faith-healers 
tell a man to throw away bis crutches, trust 


everything to the Lord, and walk. He does 80. 


and is able to get along very well without 
any aid. But this is precisely what , doc- 
tors try to make patients believe—that if 
they could be made to test their infirmities a 
great many of them would be found to be 
mostiy imaginary or not nearly so bad as they 
supposed. What sublime trust we put intoa 
skillful doctcr as we give up a sick member of 
the family to his care! This is only equaled 
by the trust in faith-cure. Dr. Walker Moxon, 
who has charge of the Hospital of London, the 
speaker said, had an article in the November 
Contemporary Review on faith-bealing and al- 
leged miraculous cures and how they are 
brought about. Dr. Moxon cities the case of 
the Rev. Dowey of Boston, who is a faith- 
healer, and who prayea for & Mrs. Parker, 
who for nearly three years had. been 
suffering from supposed cancer in the corner 
of the eye, and which had closed it up. Mr. 
Dowey laid his finger fervently on the cancer 
and it burst, letting forth a stream of matter 
that filled two pocket handkerchiefs. The res- 
teration of sight was perfect. This case was 
put on the records as a most wonderful cure. 
Upon investigation, however, it was found that 
the supposed cancer was only an abscess about 
totiow. No matter ever flows from a cancer 
that could fill two handkerchiefs. 

This essay caused considerable warm discus- 
sion, but the majority agrecd with Mr. Zim- 
merman. Atter the benediction by Mr. Bland 
the meeting adjourned.

MR. BLAND’'S REMARRS. 
WHAT DR. THOMAS THINKS OF THE LAST 
SERMON DEVOTED TO HIM. 

“Mr. Bland is a young man, said Dr. 
Thomas yesterday in allusion to the former 
clergyman’s charge in his sermon Sunday 
evening that the latter handled the word of 
God deceitfully.” ‘**Mr. Bland assumes every- 
thing and proves nothing, and is not the kind 
of a man I care to reason with; he is filled up 
and going through a process of fermentation, 
and has not yet reached the period of calm re- 
flection.”’ 

A discussion with Mr. Bland, Dr. Thomas 
continued, would be neither desirable nor 
profitable. He attacked such men as Dr. Ray- 
mond, Swing, Beecher, and Canon Farrar as 
violently as be had himself, and should have a 
chance to fight it out with some of the big men 
first. The charge that he had perverted the 
Soriptures Dr. Thomas refused to discuss, 
on the ground that it was an accusation a man’s 
self-respect kept him from replying to. His 
methods, he said, of dealing with questions 
was not so much that of isolated texts, but 
rather to take the analogy of faith, and the 
general scope and teaching of the Bible were 
his support for his views of the 
atonement and the doctrine of endless 
punishment. “I look upon life not as a proba- 
tion but as an education, continued the doc- 
tor, and hold that the opportunity of doing 
better does not end with death. The chief ob- 
jection that Mr. Bland brings against this view 
of the endless-punishment doctrine is that it 
encourages people to procrastinate. He and 
all Methodists preach that a man may sin all 
his life and at the last moment take the benefit 
of the atonement and go right to Heaven. The 
Methodists say that probation ends with death; 
that there is no opportunity of doing good after 
death. They say a man may become worse 
but cannot become better. That view is based 
on the theory that the benefits of the atone- 


ment or the time for accepting those benefits. 


is limited by death, just as in a bankrupt law 
your opportunity expires by limitation.”’ 

Dr. Thomas denied having said anything 
against the view of future punishment, and 
said that he had all along deciarad his belief 
that while sin lasts suffering must last. The 
trouble was that Mr. Bland failed to discrimi- 
nate between the terms endless and ** fut- 
ure punishment. He (Bland) cited the pas- 
sage in Mark, II., 29, revised edition, where 
Christ speaks of eternal sin,” and assumed 
that eternal suffering must follow eternai sin. 

With regard to the atonement, Dr. Thomas 
said his own views were that all love is vicari- 
ous; that it sought to put itself in the place of 
others. Such a being as God in love could 
hardiy be less than a Christ in suffering, and 
hence Christ was the revelation, the er- 
pression of God's love to the world, and 
was intended to win the confidence and love 
of mankind, and lead them away from a life

000 per month by shipments to other places.
